Mr. Cleveland Will Not Give HI» 


Reasons far Jfoklns Removals. 


The Washington correspondent of the 


San Francisco Post telegraphs that the 
President's Jattitnde of antagonism to- 
ward the Edmunds' resolution remains 
unchanged. He holds that Presidents 
are like other men—in the exercise of 
the appointing power they are frequently 
actuated by motivesjand influenced by 
considerations which, unless actually 
corrupt or criminal, art,'to put it bluntly, 
nobody else's business. 01 course, if it 
were responsibly charged that the Presi- 
dent had been bribed to make any given 
nomination, it would become competent 
for the Senate to investigate the charge, 
but in that cas» the' proceedings would 
take the form of an impeachment, and 
ths Senate would nit as a High Court. 
It is understood that the President takes 
the ground that as long as no «uch 
charge is made, the Senate has no right 
to go further than to ascertain th* fitness 
of the nominee on his own merits. Th* 
President holds that his responsibility 
is to the people who elected him, and 
that the jurisdiction to judge as to the 
propriety or fidelity of th* discharge of 
his duty ia to the high tribunal of public 
opinion, and not to the Senate.

The members of the Ways and Means 


Committee who favor the continued con- 
age of silver, and who do not agree with 
Secretary Manning's policy of keeping 
a large surplus of silver and gold in the 
Treasury, riave had several conf*r*nces 
and have derided to mature a bill and 
report it to the House, directing the Seo^ 
retary of the Treasury to issue a call of 
not less than £50,000,000 in bonds, to 
be paid out of said surplus. The ques- 
tion as to the proportion of gold and 
silver which shall b» paid for such bonds 
bas not been fully determined, but the 
indications are that the committe* will 
•adopt the Beck proposition to pay the 
.same proportion that customs duties are 
received in New York. The members 
of this committee think U time that this 
question of silver and a large surplus 
idle in t}ie Treasury should be definitely 
settled by the House. They will bring 
the matter before the House at an early 


day.

There is an epidemic of lying, contra-

Tbe Consular Service. 


Th* Washington correspondent of the 


Sin Francisco Post writes as follows of 
Comptroller Durham and th* Consular 
service: 


Comptroller Durham, of the Treasury 


Department, is a meat peculiar looking 
man when we consider th* power which 
is intrusted in his care. He i* a six 
footer und walks along the street with 
tremendous strides. His black slouch 
hut is invariauly {brought down very 
nearly over his ey««, and he has the 
general appearanc* ol a workingman or 
a farmer in moderate circumstances. 
With all his inattention to the details of 
dress, h* is one of the most hardest 
workers in Washington. He ia in his 
office early in tbe morning and fre- 
quently can be found there late at 
night. Durham is an economical man. 
He scents extravagance from afar off, 
and h* bits friend und foe alike when he 
considers he hat sufficient provocation. 
Not one, but a whole series of investiga- 
tions is being carried on in hi* office, 
The 
latest, 
and 
the 
one 
about 


which nothing has been "aid heretofore, 
in that looking into th* expenditures of 
cur diplomatic and consular ag«nts 
abroad. II is said lhat the Controller 
lias unearthed several irregularities, 
and that he is making it ejtremely 
lively for some of our far-away 
offi- 


cials. There is no question that he 
has had abundant opportunities for the 
insertion of his sharp pruning knife. 
The r«ason why so little ia being said 
about th* investigation is that it hits 
some ol the newly-appointed Demo- 
cratic diplomatists right between tbe 
eyes, so to speak. Probably not one- 
half of the Democrats who have been 
sent out of the country by President 
Cleveland had any idea of their duties 
and tha peculiarities of their position 
before they received their appointments. 
To the certain knowledge ol Comptroller 
Durham some of them appear to believe 
that all the money in the Treasury is at 
their back. It will not b» many days 
belore ihey will discover their mistake. 
The surplus in the Treasury will not be 
very materially reduced by our consular 
and diplomatic agents aa long as Mr. 
Durham is First Comptroller. Quite a 
number of accounts which have Tun Ihe 
gauntlet of the other accounting officers 
of the Treasury huve been held up in 
the Comptroller's office pending an in- 
vestigation. While o number ol Con- 
suli will be interested in tbe Comp- 
troller's investigation it is hinted that 
several of our Ministers have been en- 
joying themselves at the public expense.

Vnbtle band Legislation. 


The Senate/ Committee on Public 


Land), which bai been giving a great 
deal of ttudy to th* prennt condition of 
the land laws and the manner in which 
th*y are being enforced, some days; ago 
appointed a snb-commitUe to draw up a 
single measure that would remedy all 
th* faults in th* existing legislation. 
The committee has prepared a bill, 
which will be reported favorably to the 
Senate. It repeals all laws providing 
for the pre-emption of public lands, and 
th* laws allowing entriei for timber cul- 
ture and other purposes. This repeal 
is not to affect any valid rights here- 
tofore accrued under said laws, but all 
bona flde claims lawfully instituted be- 
fore July 1st, 1886, may be preferred 
npon due compliance with law in the 
same manner, npon the same terms and 
conditions, and subject to -the same lim- 
itations and forfeitures of contracts aa if 
this act had not b**n passed. 


One section oi the proposed bill 


amend* the act for the sale of dtsert 
lands, and requites that persons filing 
on desert land shall reside thereon for 
five years and during that period shall 
cultivate said tract, and that h« or she 
must be a r« sklent of the United States. 
It also provides that a party filing npon 
lands under this section shall make his 
residence npon th* name within twelve 
months after filing, and that his resi- 
dence thereafter shall be continuous; 
any failure to reside npon the lands tor 
more than six months shall work a 
forfeiture. No persen is allowed to enter 
more than 320 acres, and that is to be in 
a compact form. This shall apply only 
to California, Oregon, Colorado and 
Nevada, and the Territories of Washing- 
ton, Idaho, Montana, Utah, Wyoming, 
Arizoaa, New Mexico and Dakota.

father, Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. Mr.

Th*y are contained in letters, affidavits, 
copies of newspapers and statements of 
various kinds nude in writing. 
Many 


of them have been seen by Senators as 
individuals. 
It] is tbe production of 


these charges, or documents or records, 
or whatever one may choose to call 
them, that the Senate desirss. The use 
of the word "reasons" in th* communi- 
cations which have been sent by some 
ot tbe committees of the Senate to the 
heads of dep&rtuenU was ill-advised 
and misleading, and does not represent 
the wishes of the Senate. If the Presi- 
dent understands tbe Republican posi- 
tion, it seems impossible that he can de- 
cline to instruct the headi of depart, 
meuts (o furnish the Senate with these 
charges. It is in the power of tbe Sen- 
ate to authorize its committees to send 
for persons and paptra, and fcvery Cab- 
inet officer und*r this Government is 
certainly within the meaning of the Con- 
stitution a person.
